Government engineers, passing on 


plans for the roadway to be built from 
the west end of the new vehicular 
bnSge across the Missouri river, tem- 
porarily caused a hitch in plans by 
asking that arrangements be made for 
elimination of a railroad grade cross- 
ing on the road. W. H. Robinson, state 
engineer, who has returned from Min- 
neapolis where be was called in con- 
ference with engineers of the Bureau 
of Good Roads, said that govermem 
engineers called in engineers for the 
Northern Pacific railroad, who did not 
give a decision but did not offer ob- 
jection to the proposal to build a via- 
duct over the track. 


Delay was caused in approving plans 


for the road from t'-ie bridge to Man- 
dan on-this a*ount, the engineer said. 
They had, however, approved 
the 


plans with slight modifications and it 
is expected that as soon as arrange- 
ments are completed for the building 
of the viaduct they will give authority 
to begin work on the road to Mandan. 


The government 
road 
engineers 


have adopted a rule that they will not 
approve expenditure of government 
money to aid the building of a primary 
highway which includes a grade cross- 
ing of a railroad, unless the crossing 
is of minor consequence. The road 
from the west end of the bridge to 
Mandan would cross the main line of 
the Northern Pacific railroad. 


This rule regarding grade crossings 


prevents consideration of any other 
route between Bismarck and the east 
end of the bridge, than the route chos- 
en by the highway commission, Mr- 
Robinson said. 
This road provides 


for an underpass of Northern Pacific 
tracks on lower Main street, the road 
to be on the south side of the railroad 
from the underpass to the bridge. 


Because of the agreement reached 


between the highway commission and 
commissioners of Morton county ror 
the building of a road on the west 
side of the river the government has 
approved an $80,000 estimate on the 
•bridge, which has been held up, the 
engineer said.

Mexican 
Secretary of the Treasury and a del- 
egation of the International Commit- 
tee of Bankers on Mexico headed by 
Thomas W. Lamont, who arrived from 
Europe today. 
While exact statistics are not ob- 


tainable. 
Mexico's national debt is 


approximately $700,000,000 not includ- 
ing claims 
for property 
damages 


aeainst the government and deprecia- 
tion of nationalized railroad prop- 
€rty. 
The direct external debt as com- 
piled by the international committee, 
amounts to *239,137,818.1<H the direct 
internal debt to $90,998,298.13; bonds 
guaranteed by the Mexican govern- 
ment (exclusive of railway guarantee) 
to $*3,«0»,531.88 and the bonded in- 
debtedness of the National Railways 
of Mexico to $320,141,178.30 making 
a total of $693,286,826.41. These fig- 
ures include interest approximated to 
December 1,1921.

Transactions in Mexican 
govern- 


ment securities have been very active 
since the debt refunding negotiations 
•were resumed. 
In the first five 
months of this year Mexican govern- 
ment 5's ranged from 54 to 70 1-2 
and the 4's from 39 3-4 to 62. 
In the week ending April 8, when 


it was announced that Senor de la 
Huerta was coming to New York, Uie 
price of the 5's umped 4 pjomts to 65. 
total transactions for that week being 
$654,000. At the same time the.4s 
rose from 54 to 62 with total sales of 
$1.020,000. 
In ifll* when interest payments 
were stopped Mexican government 
5's sold as low as 74 in April and as 
hfgh as 85 in June while the 4's varied 
only a few points, the high mark be- 
ing€8. In 1920 the 5's dropped to 
29 3-4 in March and rose to 50 in No- 
vember, total transactions for *Jte 
year being *7,640,0<H>. The 4's in 1980 
went down to 2& in May and up to 39 
1-4 in November, total sales being ?!,-

In 1921 the $'s were quoted at 40 in 


January and 50 1-4 in September, to- 
tal sajes being *14,««,WO. Last year 
the & were down to 28 in January 
and up to 48 3-4 in September, total 
sales being H.&17.000. 
Local bankers estimate that well 
over half of these (Mexican govern- 
ment honds trod notes are held in Eu- 
ropT where most of the public offer, 
ings took place. The war made it al- 
mo9t impossible to k«ep a record of 
transactions in these securities, but 
a large percentage of them were hew 
originally in Germany. It is known, 
howeverV that large, blocks of these 
German-held securities were sold in 
the London, Pans and New York 
markets in the few weeks preceding 
the outbreak of the war. 
It is reported also that Allied and 
neutral 
investors 
obtained posses- 


sion of others during the war despite 
the fact that trading with the enemy 
was forbidden in all Allied countries. 
Representatives of German interests 
here frankly stated that it was im- 
possible to estimate the present Mex- 
ican holdings of German investors. 
Fails 4o Meet-Obligations 
Failure of the Mexican government 
to meet its obligations followed soon 
after the assassination of President 
Francisco Madero in 1913. When Gen- 
eral Victoriano Huerta became Presi- 
dent, the United States did not fec- 
ognize his government and no pay- 
ments of interest on outstanding ob- 
ligations were made outside of Mex- 
ico during his regime,*He was suc- 
ceeded in -the Presidency by Venus 
tiano Carranza. 
During Carranza's administration, 


thfe International Committee of Bank- 
ers on Mexico was formed. It was 
organized in-New York February 24. 
1919, and consisted of ten American, 
five French and five British bankers, 
with J. P. Morgan as chairman and 
Thomas W. Lamont of the Morgan 
firm as his alternate. Since then 
one American member, Edward F. 
Swinney, of Kansas City, Mo., re- 
signed and two others, James Speyer 
and R. G. HatcWns, Jr., were added, 
consolidating the American interest 
in the protection of holders of Mexi- 
can securities. 
Two names also were added to the 
British group, including that of C. E. 
ter Meulen, Amsterdam banker, which 
gives representation to the Dutch in- 
terests. To the French group were 
added, G. Pictet, Geneva banker and 
Auguste Dupont, Antwerp banker, 
giving representation to the Swiss 
and Belgian interests, respectively. 


Shortly 
after 
this international 


committee was organized. President 
Carranza sent Rafael Nieto, acting 
Minister of Finance, to New York in 
an effort to work out a plan of set- 
tlement. Several general conversa- 
tions were held on the subject, but 
nothing came out of them. In the 
fall of that year another unsuccessful 
attempt to come to an agreement was 
made when General Salvador Alvara- 
do came to New York. 


Cabrera Blamed 


Luis Cabrera, Secretary of the 
Treasury, under Carranza. was re- 
garded by international bankers as 
antagonistic to all their proposals and 
he was generally blamed by them for 
the failure to come to terms. Last 
fall Mr. Lamont, as chairman of the 
committee, went to Mexico City at 
the invitation of the Mexican govern- 
ment and spent two weeks conferring 
with Mexican treasury officials. Mr. 
Lamont stated 
upon his departure 
that after a long discussion the Mexi- 


can government and the international 
committee had failed to. comeVto a 
substantial agreement but Adolfo de 
a Huerta, Mexican Minster of Fi- 
nance, was more hopeful. 


While no official statements were 


given out as to the nature-of the dis- 
cussions it was reported from gen- 
erally authentic sources, and never 
denied that one of the features of 
;he agreement proposed by the Mex- 
icans was that American oil men 
should purchase these Mexican gov- 
ernment securities in the open mar- 
ket and use them to pay their export 
taxes to the Mexican government, the 
understanding being that the securi- 
ties would be accepted by the Mexi- 
can government at their par value. 
International bankers looked with 


disfavor upon this proposal, which 
they considered 
would have meant 


countenancing the Mexican govern- 
ment in the disregard of its pledge to 
devote the proceeds of its exports and 
taxes to the payment of sinking funds 
on certain of its exterior obligations. 
They also pointed out that it would 
encourage the government, by with- 
holding current income, to depress the 
price of its outstanding securities so 
as to buy them in at lower prices for 
itself, using for this purpose the reve- 
nues specifically 
intended for 
its 


payment of interest on its foreign 
Swnds. 


Efforts Resumed. 


Acceptance of the plan by the in- 


ternational bankers also would have 
placed them in the position, they con- 
tended, of going to the persons to 
whom they sold the bonds at or near 
par and of inducing them to part with 
their bonds at depreciated prices. 


While negotiations for a settlement 


were temporarily halted by Mr. La- 
ment's return, they were not aband- 
oned. Informal communications pass- 
ed back and forth between Mr.* La- 
mont and Mexican officials. Early in 
April of this year it was announced 
that Senor de la Huerta would come 
to New York late in May to discuss 
readjustment 
of 
the Mexican debt 


with Mr. Lamont and a delegation of 
the International committee. 
Soon 


afterward Mr. Lamont sailed for Eu- 
rope for preliminary discussions with 
his British and French associates, 
prior to the conference with Senor de 
la Huerta in this city.

SOUGHT FOR 


San Francisco, Calif., June 
1.— 


Lieutenant Colonel Andrew S. Rowan, 
retired, the man who carried the fam- 
ous "message to Garcia" in 1898, dur- 
ing the Spanish-American war, will 
receive a belated recognition for bra- 
very, if Senator Samuel F. Shortridge 
of California can bring it about. The 
Senator has received assurances from 
Secretary of War Weeks that he will 
take up with the army board having 
jurisdiction the granting of a medal or 
of a distinguished service cross. 


Lieutenant General Nelson A. Miles 


ordered young Lieutenant Rowan to 
deliver a "message to Garcia." Dis- 
cretion, initiative and bravery were re- 
quired. Rowan did not ask who Gar- 
cia was, where he could be found, or 
how to get there. Instead, he deliv- 
ered the message to General Garcia, 
in the interior of Cuba, where Gar- 
cia with his little band of patriots 
was almost surrounded by Spanish 
forces. Rowan knew that if the mes- 
sage were intercepted by the Spani- 
ards he would be shot or hanged as a 
spy.

Garcia, heartened by the promise of 


aid from the United States, just en- 
tering the war, with Spain, fought on, 
and the foe was overcome. 


Lieutenant Rowan was cited 
by 


General Miles in dispatches to Wash- 
ington as follows: 


"This was a most perilous under- 
taking, and in my judgment Lieut- 
enant Rowan performed an act 
of 
heroism and cool daring that has- rare- 
ly been excelled in the annals of war- 
fare." 


Rowan later was appointed lieuten- 


ant colonel of volunteers, and hi 1908 
was retired from .the regular army 
with the rank of major. He resides 
In San Francisco.

NO, A 


GREAT 
TRAGEDIAN 


Jackie .Coogan, youthful paster of the mimetic art, and some of nls

New York, June 1—A widely spread 


notion is that Jack Coogan is a great 
comedian. Some have said that he is 
second .only to Charlie Chaplin who 
first -gave Jrim prominence in "The 
Kid." 
Aftetvsittinifc itooagh two show- 


ings of "Trouble," Jackie's lates, I am 
convinced that he is a tragedian equal 
to or better 4hag the great Chaplin. 
But Jackie •'Coogan is a child, a 
serious little'one who probes into the 
dim past of grown-ups and presents 
the retrospect of childhood's serious- 
ness. Therein lies the tragic quality 
of his acting. 


A little boy trying to be funny is 
not comedy, but there is an ineffable 
poignancy in the sight of a tattered 
little scalawag trying to shoulder the 
troubles of the universe. It is thus 
that you find Jackie in "Trouble." 


A dog and an "adopted" mother 


are the two things that are dear to 
the little tatterdemalion in "Trouble." 
The entire play pivots upon his affec- 
tion for these two. Only a man who 
as a boy thought of his mother as hav- 
ing a little too much of this world's 
troubles and of his dog as a creature 
of understanding and human impulse 
can appreciate the pathos of this pic- 
ture, mistakenly called a comedy. 


The story in brief of "Trouble" 


runs as follows: 


A cop finds Jackie and his dog, 


"Queenie," asleep in an alley and takes 
them back to the orphanage where 
Jackie belonged and the dog didn't. 


On "bargain day" only Jackie and a 
little negro are left. Jackie paints the 
negro white, only to find that a col- 
ored man and woman have come to 
adopt one of their race. Jackie hur- 
riedly washes off the white paint and 
then he alone is left unclaimed. 


A plumber's wife adopts 
Jackie 
Her husband beats and mistreats hei 
and will not work. When he refuses 
to answer a call Jackie goes 1n his 
stead. By many ingenious and ludi- 
crous devices the boy gets the tools 
to the house, but only succeds in 
flooding the place. The mistress pities 
him' and gives him $5. 


When he gives the money to his 
mother, his father takes it away. A 
policeman comes and after a strenu- 
ous fight the plumber 5s subdued 
only after Jackie crocks him with a 
flower pot. 


The judge sends the father to jail 


and the mother's parents take' her

THE RADIO MYSTERY 


Have you been able to figure out why people 


will sit all evening and far into the night, listen- 
ing over the wireless to music that would not in- 
terest them if they heard exactly the same thing 
on a phonograph? 


Start playing a child's phonograph. 
Most 


people feel like stuffing their ears with cotton or 
walking out of the room. 


But let that same music travel a few hundred 


miles through the air—and people will thrill with 
d&ight when they hear it. 


There never was a stronger proof that the 


quickest way to succeed is to do "the old stuff" in 
a new way. 


What the radio fans really are interested in, is 


the mysterious wireless itself, rather than what 
they hear by Hertzian waves. 


The wireless has a basic and universal appeal 


because it is closely allied with the supernatural, 
even the uncanny. 


The history of wireless began 70 or 80 years 


ago with the experiments in electro-magnetic in- 
duction by Faraday, Englishman, by trade a book- 
binder. 


Heinrich Hertz, German professor, came along 


later and in 1886 made amazing discoveries abou 
an electric spark bridging a gap or break in i 
wire. 


Scientific minds immediately began working OP 


the problem of making the electric wave jump 
thousands of miles instead of an inch or so. 


People discussed the sanity of Sir William 


Crookes when, in 1892, he predicted the coming of 
actual communication by wireless. 


In 1901 Marconi, brilliant young Italian, sen 


the first wireless message across the Atlantic — 
the letter "S," in code. 


Many readers will recall the wireless telegrapl 


craze that followed among boys—also their anti 
quated equipment, including the coherer and de 
coherer, which few youthful radio fans of 1922 
ever heard of. Radio equipment now in use will 
be just as obsolete, 21 years hence. 


Today nearly every lad knows the wireless 


secrets that Faraday groped for, 70 or 80 years 
ago. But radio itself is just as mysterious and 
uncanny as it was in Faraday's time. 


The more we learn about nature's mysteries, 


the less we know. Education is merely the process 
of extending our horizon—increasing our concep- 
tion of the infinite mysteries that surround us. 


The system is one of mysteries within myster- 


ies—like the Japanse boxes within boxes.

the mails to defraud, were returned 
by a federal grand jury at the last 
term of court at Deadwood, S. D., ac- 
cording to an announcement yesterday 
by Wesley Clark, United States dis- 
trict attorney for South Dakota. 
The officers indicted*, Mr. Clark 
stated, are: 
Fred Sawyer, former president of 
the company; Ben I. Sallinger, former 
vice-president, and 
C. H. Burling* 
hame, 
There 
former 
secretary-treasurer, 
are fourteen 
counts to each 
indictment, he said. 


The indictments, according to the 
district attorney, specifically charge- 
issuance of certain stock of the com- 
pany for property ii) 
Sioux 
City, 
greatly in excess of the real property 
value and the issuance of stock to 
dummy subscribers and then resell- 
ingat a profit.

Company's Rite and Fall. 


The rise and fall of the Midland 


Packing company has been described 
as "the greatest bubble in the history 
of the northwest." Stock was issued 
and subscribed for principally by far- 
mers in South Dakota, Iowa, Nebraska, 
rtinnoBota, and North Dakota, amount- 
ng to approximately $9,000,000. Divi- 
dends of $70,000 were paid by the 
company even before tne plant was 
opened and after five months' opera- 
ion, during which time the company 
ost $200,000, its affairs were forced 
nto receivers hands. 


In South Dakota the company was 


Icensed by the state securities com- 
mission to sell only 1200.000 worth- of 
Its stock at a par value of $1100, divid- 
ed equally between common and pre- 
ferred. It was later discovered that 
nearly $111.000 of the common variety 
and $1,000,000 of the seven per cent 
preferred had been sold to South Da- 
cotans. 


Gross irregularities in the manipula- 


tions and selling of the company's 
stock, and in the management of the 
ilant after its completion were alleged 
to have been unearthed by the receiv 
or*. 


Outstanding among these alleged 


abuses were the payment of commis- 
sions to stock salesmen to "sell' 
stock to the officers of the company 
and the re-sale agreement extended 
to purchasers, through which it has 
been declared, the officers apparently 
profited more than $500,000. 


Personal Notes Given. 


•Personal notes of the purchasers for 


huge blocks of stock, often amounting 
to many thousands of dollars were ac 
cepted by salesmen,, it is said, with 
the promise that they would he used 
only as collateral and never presented 
for payment. 
It >bas- |been ^further 


charged that these salesmen promised 
to return in a certain time and resell 
the stock thus purchased at a profit to 
the original purchaser. Little of the 
stock* so disposed of was ever resold, 
according to the receiver's report. 
Many of the notes so given were put 
on the market by the company and 
finally returned to then; makers for 
collection., }
